to eat into and destroy civic life. 
Not 


only did the evil exist in Missouri, but 
in nearly every state and in the na- 
tional government as well. But Mis- 
souri took up the fight against civic 
wrongs. A dormant public conscience 
was aroused to the necessity of stamp-, 
ing out the things that dishonor. The 
realization came to the people that if 
all official acts were for sale there 
would be a government not of. for and 
by the people, but a government of, 
for and by the few with wealth enough 
to purchase official favors, and that if 
bribery were allowed to go on. free 
government could not long exist. 
From Missouri the idea -spread from 
state to state, until from ocean to ocean 
the iight was waged against the evil. 


It has not been very long since brib- 


ery was looked upon as somewhat con- 
ventional. Now it is regarded as a 
crime akin to. treason — the treasun of 
peace, more dangerous than the trea- 
son of war. This sentiment is doing- 
more than anything else to put a stop 
to the practice, for, after all, the remedy 
for corruption is in the hearts of the 
people. The prisons might be Oiled 
with corruptionists, yet if the people 
are Siudifferent, bribery would go on 
just the same. They do not fear the

out of the indifference of the people.

The useful grain the farmer 
sovvb does not grow and ripen by 
chance, uut must be eared r'or and 
protected, while the thistle, scattered 
'iy chance and cared for by accident, 
v.'ill flourish anywhere. So good gov- 
ernment does not exist by accident. 
Tne beeds must be sown and the plant 
uurturdci and defended else the weeds 
will grow up and choke it out. 


The government never ueglects the 


people unless the people lirst neglect 
the government. 
No government, 


city, state or national. wa» ever better 
than the people made it or worse than 
than they sutierecl it to become. The 
people are the ultimate source of gov- 
ernmental power: they are the state 
and the public life of a nation is but a 
reflection ot" its private life. Good citi- 
zens may make good laws, but no law 
can make good citizens. When the 
people grow lax in the discharge of 
their civic obligations the government 
grows corrupt and the very fountains 
of national life are poisoned; justice 
is thwarted and iniquity is enthroned. 
The greatest and gravest dangers 
which beset a free nation proceed not 
from without but from within. Where 
wars and all other calamities com- 
bined have destroyed one goverment 
corruption has undermined a score.
